| Marchants of that kingdome of heauen. To performe 
their vocatiõ legally they muſt doe it firſt conſcionably, 
then conffantly,andin ſo doing they shalbe ſure to end 
it comfortably. 

To doe their vocation conſcionably they muſt 
remember that it is not enough for a man to be ina 
lavvull calling, but he muſt follovve it lavvfully. For buc. g. 10.

loueth that his children should doe all things lavvfully, 
ani that to doe it by directiõ of his vvord, that vvhether 
they trade day, or night, by ſea, or land the vvord of 
god mult be their loadſlone, compaſſe, and Pilote (as 
the pillar of tire, & pillar of a cloud vvere the guids of 
gods people in the yvildernes.) Auoyding in all their] 
tradings all baſe couetouſnes, & vniuſt dealing When 
they build a shippthey muſt build her in faith as Noah — .

another vvith her in loue, & in all things vſing prayer. 8. .

Ezech.27, Tharſis for your diſtruction, & shipvvrackes (.ſayth 
i the prophet) And albeit they vvere come to perfect 
beauty in their Marchantdizing, That their plankes 
vvere of the firre trees of Shenir,their maſts of the- 
ceders of Lebanon , their oares of the oakes of 
Bashan,their bankes vvhereon they rovved of yuoric-| | 
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brought from Greece, & Italie. Their ſayles vvere 
of fine linnen vvith broydered vvorke brought 
from Fgipte,. Blevv ſilke, & purple, vvas their 
clothing, & vvaſt clothes. Their marriners, men- 
of Zidon , & Aruad , Their pilottes vvere prudent , 
Their kalkers the skilfull men of Geball , The Per- 
ſians, the men of Lud, of Phut , of Aruad, & the Gam- 
madimes vvere their men of vyarre,theyr ſaylers, 
& thair ſouldiers. From Tharſis they traded in lywer, 
tinn, iorn, & lead, The men of lauan, Tubal, and 
Meſech, vvere their vndertakers. From Togarmah 
they had horſes, horſemen, & mules. They dealt from 
Dedan vvih Elephants teeth, & Peacokes. They oc- 
cupied vvith the Atamites in Emrauds,corall, &pearle.

vvracked, other Marchants hiſſed at them, yea they 
became a terrour to them(elues, to others, & io chis day 
vvere neuer any more in that glory, & repuratio as they 
vvere before. I. ke heede therefore of pride, & if you be 
I fred vp vvith riches, let not your harts be litted vp 
ag unſt god, For kings the principall among the ſonnes

The ſecond paſſage is of confutation that you 
might not be deceaued in your holy calling vvich mar- 
chants of an vnholy calling, the leſuits | meane, vvho 
are indeed (as the deuine in the Reuelation ſaith ) the- 
marchants of the earth, earthly minded making Mar- 
chantdize of the vvord of god (as Paule ſpeaketh) by 
their holy exerciſe (as they tearme it ) and other Anti- 
| chriſtian sleights like the Mõtibanks, and Quackſaluers 
| of the Latyan,& Lateran ſinagogue. For Chriſtian mar- 
chants buy before they ſell but theſe ſell , & neuer buy, 
as diſpenſations, Indulgences,deliueraces out of Purga- 
tory,” vhich noe Geographerdid euer portray in table, 
card, or map. Chriſtian marchants vvhen they haue⸗ 
ſold ſett the buyer enioy that vvhich is ſold , but theſe 
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ſell the vearie ſight of things, & the buyer enioys them, 
not, aszeliques of Saints heads, ſculls, shoes, handker- 
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chers, brerches, and ſuch like trash, Chriſtian mar- 
chants ſell one thing to one man, but theſe Antichriſtia 
Montebankes ſell the light of one thing to a thouſand, 

Chriſtian marchants haue certaine ſpecificall kinds of 
Marchantdizing, but theſe Antichriſtian Montebankes 
ſell heauẽ, and earth, & hell, ſell tovvling of bells, places 


of vviucs,falſe promiſe of heaven, Frierscoules,&vvhat 
not. , Chriſtian Marchants compell none to buy their 
Marchandize , but theſe Antichriſtian Montibankes| 
doe curſe vvith bell booke, & candle, & accompt all 
ſuch as Athiſts, & Achriſts that doe not buy vp their 
wash, and popich trumpery. Chriſtian Marchants doe 
make holiday ſomtimes, but theſe Antichriſtian Mon- 
tebankes doe trade molt on ſuch dayes as are conſecra- 
ted to gods ſeruice. Chriſtian Marchants haue ſett 
places tor their marts, but theſe Antichriſtian Monte- 
bankes haue vvalls, & vvoods, & hollovve trees, & 
ſtockes, & ſtones, & miracles , & maruels at Sichem, at 
Halas, Bruxells,compoſtella, Loretto, & vvhere not, & 
vrhat not to encreaſe theite popish trading, & leſuitti- 
call Marchantdizings. 
The third paſſage is of Detection in vrhich if you 
vvill take a revevve, & looke backe „ but into tvvo 
shopes ot the leſuits you shall ſee their trinkets , both 
of profitt, & alſo of pleaſure. And although their 
vvare be, but trash, & verball,yet by the iniquitie of the

Firſt in this shopp of profitt you chall ſee that huge 
commodity c of the yeare of lubile, vvherein you haue 
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remiſſion of ſinnes in all the degrees of compariſon... 
Which yeare of lubile vyas vvont to be euery fiftich 
yeare, but novve inthe popes Ephod (P7litatu gratia) 
it is thought meete to be euety ſiue, & tvventith yearc, 
& euery centenary yeare, though the hue & tyventith 
yeare in their accomꝑt vvas the yeare imediatly before 
the centenary. And that noe man might be ignorant 
of this yeare there are Siquiſſs. ſer vp on every poſt to 
be remembrancers thereof vnto you. Ani it any nan 
hinder ary manner of perſon that is vvilling , & 
de ſirous cotrauell to Rome in this lubile it is a reſerued 
caſe, & can be remitted by none, but by the popes 
novvne ſelt. But there is ſome cauſe of enuyin all this, 
that the Italians should be ſo neere their remiſſion, & 
the Pollender, the English, Scot, & Irish shon, be (© 
fart of from ſoc great a fauour, Their ſccond great 
commoditie is theirArchiepiſcopall, & Epiſcopall, pal! 
vvhich they make vvith great coſt for ſooth For the. 
" Nunnes of the order of S. Agnes doe offer tyvo vyhite- 
lambes vpon the alter of S. Peter, & S. Paule at Rome iuſt 
at the tyme that Agnus Dei is ſinging. Of the vvoll of 
the vvhich lambes theſe palls are made, & noe bishope 
can haue a pall, but he muſt be a peritioner in all the- 
degrees of compariſon, & if he be Archbishope, or 
bishope he payes pro rato tvyventy, or thirty thouſand 
Duccatts, & yet for all this his ſucceſſor shall not be the 
better for is, for he muſt buy a nevve one albeit his

Burl 
feare me should be ouer much toadious vnto you if 
Isbhodld delire your patience to eaſt your cies into an. 
other corner ot their shop of profitt vyherein you 
may ſee their taxations Apoſtolicall (as they call 


ordinatioffs , diſpenſations, abſolutions , reuocations, 
legittimations & the like ſtuffe. Infomuch that if a 
great king of Chriſtendome were nowe aliue h- might 
call a great duke that yet liueth his brother co'cu, 
nephevv, & ſonne. And you knovve it is noe |-(ic a 
vertue to keepe, then to gett. Therefore theſe Au. 
chriſtian Marchants haue trickes to keepe, & to bring 
all the vvater to their ovvne mill. 0 

Firſt the vovve of ſingle life vvherby none are 
occalioned to challenge a remaynder ot goods in caſe 
of vvife, &childrẽ, yea thougha Clerique be conuicted, 
& condemned of neuer ſo criminall, & capitall a crime, 
yet confiſcation of goods to the ſtate is not knovven 
vvhat it meaneth among them.

ignorance And tothis purpoſe they ſett jt dow vnc 
politiuely for an haynous offence to haue a bible, or 
leturgie, & praiers in a knovven tongue. Andnoe- 
mareuell vvhen they haue a profeſled fort of triers, 
vvho tearme themſelues Foliain, or friers ignorant. 
And vvhen Bellarmine their Attlas shall euidently 
affirme , that the faith of a Chriſtian may better be de- 
fined by ignorance, then by knovveldge. 

Secondly they take great pleaſure in traducing 
the ſcriptures. For they render the vvord Repent that 
is (af they vrhip your ſelues, or goe a pilgrimage to 
Loretto inltaly,or to Sickem, & Hallas in Flandres. To 
beare the croſle of Chriſt,is as they tell the people to 
carry a ſiluer, or golden croſſe in their capes. You are
